Alexander the Great gave ſtraight 
commands, that no Painter ſhould 
dare to make his Pi&ure, but A- 
pelles : I know no Penfill fit to draw 
great Charls, his Picture, but his 
own, Ipſe, ipſe quem loquar, loqua- 
tur. And well it is he hath done 
it in his divine Portrayture , that

wherein Learning and Language, 
Reaſon and Religion , ſpeak him 
at once a Solomon for knowledge, 
and a David for piety and devo- 
tion. 

Timanthes that rare and ingeni- 
ous Artiſt (as Pliny tells the Story ) 
divifing in alittle Table to repre- 
{ent a Cyclops ſleeping, becauſe he 
would {eem in that little Compaſle 
to ſhew his Gyant-like bigneſſe, he 
painted little Satyres hard by, . ta- 
king mealure of one of his thumbs 
with, long perches. Our in{uffici- 
ency to repreſent his ſacred Majeſty 
to the full, may perhaps be none of 
the leaſt Arguments to evince the 
greatneſle of his merit, who ( as 
Pindar aid Elegantly of Heiro ) 
cropt the tops and ſummitics of all 
virtues, which diſperſed among all 
others, met in Him, as in their proper 
Center.

How many have we read of who 
| have been buried with 1gnominy 
' andobſcurity; yet in a ſhort time,the 
Sun of their virtue hath riſen out of 
the dark grave of prejudice and flan- 
der, and ſhincd with more luſter than 
before ! Benedetto Alberti was ba- 
niſhed by the Florentines, and yet 
after his death, they confeſſed their 
errour, and fetcht home his bones, 
burying him with ſolemn pomp and 
honour, whom being alive they had 
+ perſecuted with flanders and re- 
| proaches. 

It is ſaid of our Engliſh Edward 
the 24 ,' that they who deſpiſed him 
being alive, ſo much honored him be- 
1ng dead, that they could have found 
in their hearts to make him a Saint. 

The grave which buries a man 
Mould alſo bury all his eneques, 1c 
being unnaturall to hate the dead, 
whom we cannot hurt, for the ut-

Poſſenins Niger. was pla- 
ced this Epitaph, Herelieth Poſſi Niger, an;an- 
tient Roman, who.in merit was equal with the 
virtuo#s,. but in misfortune exceeded the moſt 
unfortanate. We may affix theſame with very 
little-alteration tothe Statue of Charles the firſt, 
ſecond Monarch if Great Britain, I hat he was 
equa] in merit-wich the moſt viriwows, but in 
misfortunes exceeding the molt unfortunate: yet 
did the brightneſs of his virtue ſhine rhiQugh, 
andhis piety gild and enamel the darkeſt clouds 
of his atflitions , batfliog all che daring miſts 
of malice and cavy, and converting them in- 
to well-placed ſhadows, which rendred his. Pi- 
Qture- more lively and admirable. 

Natwralifs write of a precious ſtone called 
Caraunias, that it is found onely in a day of 
thunder, gliſtering when the Sky is overcaſt 
with darkneſs: ſuch are the virtues of faith, 
hope, charity, Patiencey and mannanimit 7 of C harles, 
which perhaps had never ſo gloriouſly appear-

Scipio eAfricanus, and will be to the glory of 
our Engliſh Charls, that he had rather [ave one 
fiend, than-kill a thouſand enemies, Buttoſuch 
a.height were ovr fins, and the guilty z2alice of 
ſome particular men amounted, that rendred 
all his Royal endeavours and tenders of- Peace 
unfortunate and fruitlefle ; So 'true- is that 
obſervation of the grave Tacitus, Snviſo ſemel 
incipe, ſeu malt, ſeu bene falta premiunt : A 
Prince once diſtaſted 15 ever ſuſpefted, and/his 
»aGions miſconſtrued ; it then appearing plain- 
ly, that whatever pretertions palliated _ 
i19ns 


figs of ſome, yertheir jvcenctionsterminated in 
a Nolymus huns regnare; nor was it hard-to prog- 
phecic thatſugh Recuſarts then woulg in time 
appear R_avilliac's : and ſome there were, . whi 
though they could nor bur admire Charles, yer 
they hatcd the King.

Majeſty and Mr. Henderſon ,- and 
thoſe other with the Ainifters 1a.the 1ſle_of 
Wight, teſtific how great a Maſter.he was of rea» 
{cn, how well read in the Fathers, the Coppcils, 
Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtorp, and the.cuſtoms ot. 
Church ta all Ages. By all which itwill pla” 
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18 Prius Redturua. 
fy appear that he was as wellthe ſcholar, a5 the 
Son of K. James, by whom he was {o well in- 
ſtraged in the controverſies of: Religion, that 
when he was in Spaiv, D. Maw; and D. Wren, 
two 'of his Chaplains being appointed to fol- 
low after, came to K. Fames to Coke his plea- 
ſare and commands: the King adviſed them 
not to put themſelves upon any unneceſſary 
Diſputations, but to be onely on the defey $Ve 
part, if they ſhould be challenged ; and when 
it was anſwered that there could be no reaſon 
to engage in ſuch diſputartions, where there 
could be no Moderator, the King replied, tha 
Charles ſhould moderate between them and the 
oppoſite party. At which, when one of them 
ſeemed to ſmile on the other, the King pro- 
ceeded, and rold them, that Charls ſhould ma- 
nage a point in Controverſie with the beſt Stu- 
died Divine of them all. He was without que— 
ſtion Maſter of an /mperial pen; His Eagles fea- 
thers (upon all occaſions) devoured his adver- 
{aries gooſe-quils, and infinitely recompenced 
the impediment of his ſpeech, with the advan- 
tage of an inimitable ſtyle. 
Spartianes reports of Trajar , that after his 
death he Glloked openly in the City of Rome, 
Ts imagine, in a lively Statue, or Repreſentati- 
on, invented by 44drias tor that purpoſe, But 
Charles triumphs more hobly in his Royal Por- 
traifture, drawn by himſelf, with ſuch curious 
lines, and lively colours, as no hand but his 
own could draw. There is he ſeated moreglo- 
riouſly than ever he was on his Royal Throne, 
or in his Royal Robcs ; thefe ſhall he liveand 
2 reign, 
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reign,and be as immortal as his enemies malicc- 
Never was devotion clad ina more rich, or 
more modeſt dreſs. There doth he make it ap- 
pear that his foul was free and unconfin'd, 
though his body were a priſoner, and that he 
could exerciſe the office of a Prieff, when he 
was deprived of that of a King. Such wasthe 
power of his noble and commanding Soul, c- 
ven then, that he made his Conquerors his Cap® 
tives, and (ubdued thg hearts of thoſe to love 
him, who had deprived him of all other wea- 
ns. 

Such was the Princely carriage of Fraxcis the 
Firſt, King of 'Fraxce, that he thereby ſo won 
upon the hearts of Burhon, and the reſt of his 
enemies, to whom he was a priſoner, that they 
honoured him with no lefle obſervancy, than 
it he had been on the trop of his prolperity : and 
Homer much commends his #/yſſes, that when 
by ſhipwrack he was caſt on ſhore, be had no- 
thing to commend him but his carriage. Had 
Homer had Charls for his ſubje&, or ( harls He- 
mer for his Hiſtorian, what an admirable ſtrife 
would there have been betwixt the workman 
and the matter, and yet the-matrer would have 
exceeded the workmans art. 

Paterculns (aith of Tyberins, Yued viſue pr etule- 
rit principem, 11s Countenangc proclamed him 
King : So Majeſtick was the Countenance,and 
ſo winning the carriage of Charls, that his c- 
nemies became his converts,and his yery Gao- 
lers his Contefſors: ſome of rhem having cver 
fince exchanged their tormer Maſters and E- 
ſtates, for a priſon; and: baniſhment,.to cxpiate 
cnc;

throw the ſcabbard into the river. 

It was not enough that he had granted what- 
ever they deſired, which his conſcience and the 
ſafety of his ſubje&s would permit. or that hi 
Royal Conceſlions wept beyond the foremo 
of their hopes and wiſhes, or that his reaſons 
were unan{werable,and that they had no great- 
cr plea againit him , but that of the rapacious 
wolf tothe innocent lamb, Thox haſt the better 
cauſe, but [ have the better teeth. Though Charls 


was innocent, it was crime enough that he was 


King, and ſtood in the place that ambition aim- 
ed at- 

Semiramis (as o/Elian tells rhe Scory) WAS al 
humble Petitioner ro the King of the Aſſyriany, 
whoſe Concubine ſhe was, that ſhe might take 
upon her the government of eA/ia, and com- 
mand the Kings ſervants, bur for the tranſitory 
ſpace of five dayes; ir was granted, ſhe came 
forth wit a Princely robe, and her firſt words 
were (ingrateful wretch !) Go take the King, and 


up to a fctled ſtare of Imperial Governmenr, 
Have the parallel to the readers thoughts, and 
50 0N tO obſer ve what is truly obſervable, thar 
notwithſtanding the natural a = 
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22 Virtws Redrugus, 
Kings Speech., God at this time of his extremi- 
ty ſo looſed his tongue, that he delivered his 
thoughts withour the leaſt hammering or he- 
ſitation ; cnough to have convinced any but a 
Pilat, and a Jurie of Jewes, that by that mira- 
cle God ſeemed to ſay ro them, in the language 
of that dumb man, Rex eff, ne occide- ut it 
was argument enough ro them to cut off that 
head, that it wore three Crowns. A thing ſo 
ſtrange and unheard of before our times, that 
though they made a Preſident, they could ne- 
ver find an Example for it in all the Hiſtories of 
the world. So ſacred aud inviolable was the 
Perſon of the Prince amongſt the Romans, that 
when Nero (made valiant by his own fear) ran 
himſelf chrough, Epaphrodirus his Secretary, at 
his requeſt, helping to diſpatch him the (ooner, 
for that ſervice was afterwards put to death by 
Domitian, who thought it not meet to ſuffer a- 
ny man to live, who had in any ſort lent his 

hand to the death of a Prince. 
© The Kings of Pers were (o reverenced by 
their ſubjeRs, and ſo faithfully ſerved, that 
never any of their ſubje&s were found. guilty 
of Treaſon, Indeed the people of Nicer £iu4 
1n eAmerica, had no law for the killer of a King) 
but ir was for the ſame reaſon that Solon ap- 
inted none for a mans killing of his Father ; 
of them conceiting that men were not ſo 
unnatural,as to commir ſuch crimes. But ſuch is 
the miſcrable condition of Princes, as the Em- 
peror Domitian complained, that they cannot be 
credited touching a Conſpiracy, plaiuly deteFed, nn- 
til they be firſp tain, More ſtrange and ſad if IS, 
| at 
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thar inen ſhould commir 'murther with the 
ſword of 7uſtice, and treaſon execute juſtice as a

Cubes left this life with the very news of His 
dearh: as it is reported of Hugh Scrimiger, (er- 
vantto S. w- Sporswood, beheaded by the Cove- 
vanters of Scotland, paſiin by the Scaffold be- 
fore it was taken down, fell inroa {wound. and 
being carried home, died at his own door. The 
rtuth of this Relation I leave to the credit of 
the H:ftorian'; the former I atteſt upon mine 
own knowledge, my (clt being afſfiſtant at the 
Funeral of a Kinſman, who (with divers others) 
died of no other diſcaſc than the newes of the 
Kings death; on who, as I then beſtowed, I
